Wai-Tung, played by Winston Chao, is 
a young businessman living in New York 
with his American partner Simon (Mitchell 
Lichtenstein). | Wai-Tung’s traditional 
parents live in his native Taiwan and he 
makes every effort to prevent them from 
finding out that he is gay. His mother is 
eager to see her son tie the knot and, on a 
quest to find the perfect match for her son, 
registers him in a Taiwanese dating 
service. His father, whose health is failing, 
desires a grandson to carry on the family 
name. 

Wei-Wei, played by actress May Chin, 
is a tenant in the decrepit apartment 
building that Wai-Tung owns. She is a 
struggling artist and illegal immigrant 


trying to make ends meet amid the threat of 


deportation. Wei-Wei is in love with Wai- 
Tung but knows that he is off-limits to her. 

The “perfect” plan is hatched when 
Simon suggests that Wai-Tung marry Wei- 
Wei to allow the beautiful artist to stay in 
America and satisfy Wai-Tung’s parents. 
The idea seems brilliant until the parents 
are notified and decide to fly to New York 
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to arrange their son’s wedding. 

The engaged couple settles on a quick 
civil ceremony to the dismay of Wai- 
Tung’s mother, who wants an elaborate 
banquet for her son and daughter-in-law. 
She soon gets her wish when the 
newlyweds are pressured into holding a 
banquet reception, hosted for them by a 
family friend. Hundreds of guests are 
invited, and the “perfect” plan spirals 
downward thereafter. 

Gay audiences can relate to this film 
as it deals with the issues of coming out as 
well as the pressure from family to 


conform. One can easily empathize with 
Wai-Tung’s struggle to reconcile his sexual 
orientation with his traditional Taiwanese 
upbringing.

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Prairie Pride

A recent Leger Poll puts Saskatchewan 
near the bottom ranks of provinces that 
favour recognizing gay families. After 
Quebec and the Atlantic provinces (85% in 
favour of equal rights), British Columbia 
(76.5%), Alberta (71.5%), Ontario (69.8%), 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan come in at 
67.3% in favour of homosexuals enjoying 
the same rights and privileges that 
heterosexuals do. 

The national average in the poll was 
75% of all Canadians. 

And yet, Saskatchewan has just become 
the sixth province to officially recognize 
same-sex couples. Twenty-four provincial 
laws face amendment, allowing gay and 
lesbian couples easy access to public 
pensions and allowing them to adopt 
stepchildren. 

For Donna Smith, spokesperson for 
Saskatchewan Gay Equality, and a major 
lobbyist in the passing of the legislation, it 
was just a beginning. “Personally, I feel like 
I can finally say ‘yahoo!’ and toast our legal 
status” she says. “We still have a long way 
to go for total acceptance in society, but we 
are definitely making steps.” 

A month before the decision, on June 
18, 2001, twelve staunch straights marched 
from the Saskatchewan Legislature to 
Regina City Hall in a “parade” to celebrate 
Family Pride Day. For the organizer of the 
parade, former mayoral candidate Bill 
Whatcott, Family Pride refers to 
heterosexual married families exclusively. 

On the same day a few hundred miles 
north in Saskatoon, this year’s Pride 
celebration featured an awards ceremony, a 
health fair, a dance, a candlelight memorial 
vigil and “Homosaics,” a queer art show. 

You’d think that, with the huge 
population of straight people, the Straight 
Pride Parade (as it became known as) would 
have been a huge affair. But as the parade 
limped along its route, there were no crowds 
cheering for the participants. It seems that 
even in Saskatchewan, there are not enough 
people of any persuasion proud enough of 
Christian homophobia to fill a street in 
Regina. 

One of the vehicles in the motorcade 
had a large sign: “Christians Persecuted By 
Homosexual Human Rights Commission.” 
Family Pride Day was planned to coincide 
with the Pride Week Celebrations in 
Saskatchewan. 

Saskatchewan Pride is shared between 
the two major urban centres, each taking a 
turn to host the festivities every second year. 
This year’s Pride celebrations were the first 
with an official proclamation from Regina’s 
mayor, Pat Fiacco. City council voted last 
October to authorize the mayor to issue the 
proclamation, reversing a 1989 bylaw 


specifically designed to block a Pride 
proclamation. 

Unfortunately, the second that Mayor 
Fiacco signed the proclamation, another 
application for a “counter” proclamation 
was submitted. Whatcott’s submission said, 
in part, that “husbands and wives who enjoy 
sexual relations in the confines of their 
heterosexual marriage have no reason to 
worry about STDs, AIDS or broken hearts.” 
The Family Pride Day proclamation enraged 
activists. Even the mayor was displeased 
but reluctantly signed when he was warned 
that to not do so could result in legal action 
against his office. 

“Tt not only attacks gays and lesbians, it 
attacks AIDS sufferers and even single 
parents who may be heterosexual. It’s 
outrageous,” said Kathleen Hewitt, Regina 
Pride Organizer. 

Whatcott missed his own parade, 
however, because he spent the day in court 
facing charges stemming from an anti- 
abortion leaflet campaign. Busy guy! 

But, in a beautifully tronic comeback 
moment, the Saskatchewan queer 
constituency created a fundraiser that turned 
the rhetoric of the prairie’s newest 
prominent homophobe into dollars for their 
own causes. Dubbed “Sour Grapes Into 
Rainbow Wine,” the fundraiser worked by 
gathering pledges from the community. 
People pledged money for every minute that 
Whatcott’s pride parade lasted. In the words 
of organizer Duncan Campell, “the longer 
the parade of hate lasts, the more money 
they help us collect to fight homophobia.” 

The effect on Saskatchewan’s fledgling 
queer community will surely be 
galvanizing. Every battle needs a clear 
opponent, as well as a clear victory now and 
then. The support from the Saskatchewan 
Legislature, as well as from the civic 
governments of Regina and Saskatoon is a 
huge step forward in a province not 
traditionally known for embracing sexual 
diversity. Even when these shows of 
support are actually undertaken to ward off 
costly lawsuits and human rights 
complaints, the ramifications are far- 
reaching. All over Canada, mayors are 
favouring the “cancel proclamations rather 
than promote homosexuality” route. Three 
successful cases in front of the HRC have 
set the bar. 

Pride is not going away.

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The importance of statistics 
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AIDS CALGARY

Working in HIV prevention, I am 
asked one question more than any other: 
“How many people are infected with HIV 
in Alberta?” 

It is natural to be curious and want to 
know the impact this virus is having on our 
local community. Also, many of us may be 
motivated by fear to find out how prevalent 
HIV is in our province. 

Many professionals are reluctant to 
give out numbers, as they can be confusing 
and misleading. An important thing to 
remember is that the figures we possess 
only include those individuals that have 
been tested. We have no way of knowing 
how many people are infected with HIV 
and don’t know because they haven’t been

tested. On their website, Health Canada 
estimates that one out of three individuals 
who have HIV do not know they are 
infected. 

Also, the numbers we have only 
represent those people diagnosed in 
Alberta. Individuals who were diagnosed 
in other provinces and have moved to 
Alberta are not included.

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Another thing to remember is that our 
numbers in Alberta are low because our 
population isn’t as large as certain centres. 
As Bob Roehr of AIDS Education Global 
Information System points out, one 
underlying principle of statistics is that 
things tend to even out with larger sets of 
numbers, while a smaller sample carries 
greater risk that a few unrepresentative data 
points can dramatically swing the outcome 
one way or another. This doesn’t mean that 
the numbers are wrong; it just suggests that 
we should be careful in how we interpret 
them. 

Finally, it is also important to 
remember that these aren’t just numbers. 
They are people. They are people who are 
living with HIV. Even one infection is bad 
news for that person, their loved ones and 
their community. 

Statistics and numbers shouldn’t 
comfort or scare us; they can only give us 
an idea how we are doing in the fight 
against this disease. 

On their website the Southern Alberta 
Clinic reports that, since 1986, Southern 
Alberta has seen nearly 1600 people test 
positive for HIV. The Calgary Health 
Region Communicable Disease Control 
reports that there were sixty-two people 
diagnosed in Calgary in 2000. Alberta 
Health and Wellness reports that, in 
Alberta, there were 167 new diagnoses last 
year. 

We need to really look at trends in our 
community as HIV infections are on the 
rise. In terms of gay and bisexual men the 
numbers keep going up. Alberta Health 
and Wellness reports that gay and bisexual 
men made up 29% of new infections in 
Alberta, which is up from 24% in 1999. 

HIV, the virus that leads to AIDS, is 
still hitting gay and bisexual men the 
hardest. In fact, gay and bisexual men still 
make up the largest portion of people 
diagnosed with AIDS in Canada. Health 
Canada reports that men who have sex with 
men have made up 78.3% of the AIDS 
cases in Canada. 

Also, an increase in new HIV cases 
has been observed among gay and bisexual 
men in cities like Vancouver, Toronto and 
even here at home. According to Health 
Canada, the estimated number of annual

HIV infections among gay and bisexual 
men in this country increased from 1,240 in 
1999 to 1,610 in the year 2000. 

HIV isn’t the only sexually transmitted 
infection that is out there. Often a rise in 
one STD can be a precursor to the rise of 
another. Since November 2000, the STD 
Clinic has seen a significant increase of 
syphilis in Calgary among men who have 
sex with men. Ten cases have been 
identified four of which are co-infected 
with HIV. Infection occurred primarily in 
men between the ages of 25-35, with a 
couple of individuals over 50 years. 
Edmonton may also be on the cusp of an 
outbreak. 

So what does all this mean? It means 
that gay and bisexual men in Alberta are 
continuing to be infected with HIV. There 
is always a great deal of discussion about 
what this means and why it is happening. 
Some people will lay blame to explain it. 
Some will find a false sense of security in 
these numbers. Others will become 
frightened away from their own sexuality 
in light of these figures. However, the 
statistics here are just the facts pertaining to 
infection. What we do with this 
information is up to us. 

We need to continue to talk about this 
issue and how impacts our lives. As 
recommended by a National Reference 
Group of gay and Bisexual Men in their 
new document Valuing Gay Mens Lives, 
“reinvigorating HIV prevention means 
seeing gay men as whole persons and as 
members of communities.”

The British author Sheridan Morley 
recently brought out a biography on the late 
Sir Alec Guinness, which explains that 
Guinness was once arrested for performing 
a lewd act with a man in a public washroom 
about half a century ago. The incident 
occurred in Liverpool, where the young 
Guinness was performing in a Dickens play. 
To avoid public embarrassment, the police 
kindly suggested he give him a nom de 
plume instead of recording his real name. 
Taking them at their word, he used the name 
of a Dickens character, paid his fine and 
avoided any tabloid scandal. 

Sir John Gielgud was also arrested once 
for similar activities, but the police weren’t 
so helpful and the young Gielgud faced the 
shame and embarrassment of having his 
name in the papers. Gielgud and Guinness 
were not destroyed by their unpleasant 
encounters with the boys in blue. They then 
went on to great accomplishments and fame. 
Gielgud was simply gay like many people in 
the Arts. Sir Alec was bisexual and married. 
He always kept his private life very private 
indeed, and often played roles that involved 
secrets, deception and lies. 

Some people believe that all great art 
comes from inner turmoil and conflict, from 
pain past and present. Many great 
creators—Beethoven, Mozart, Van Gogh, 
Tchaikovsky—have had lives of great inner 
pain. Their psychic wounds did not defeat 
them but brought out the greatest in them. 

I myself am bisexual. I am not sure 
how many of us there are out there, though I 
can now count Sir Alec as one of the “tribe.” 
He hid it well. Interestingly, many of his 
character roles involved complex, 
duplicitous men with conflicts and dark 
secrets. The world of espionage would have 
suited him perfectly. 

All of this brings me to my subject: a 
treasured meeting two decades ago with one 
of my most admired writers and creative 
geniuses. Dame Daphne du Maurier (who 
also had the title “Lady Browning”) was a 
recluse living in Cornwall, England, and 
was famous for never giving interviews. In 
the thirties and forties she was world- 
renowned, having authored such fascinating 
novels as My Cousin Rachel, Rebecca,

Jamaica Inn and many more. Most were 
turned into Hollywood movies, which she 
hated. Rebecca, which went into thirty-nine 
English editions and was translated into two 
dozen languages, was turned into a movie 
by Alfred Hitchcock, with Sir Laurence 
Olivier taking a starring role. Sir Alec 
Guinness starred in the movie of her novel 
The Scapegoat, while Richard Burton and 
Olivia de Havilland starred in the movie 
version of My Cousin Rachel. 

They were all wonderful stories, as was 
her short story, The Birds, which Hitchcock 


also turned into a riveting film. 

In 1978 I was on a sabbatical in 
Cornwall and spent five months writing to 
this elusive dame, trying to wangle an 
interview. Though | was a journalist and had 
interviewed hundreds of famous people 
(including three prime ministers and a first 
lady) du Maurier was the person I most 
wanted to talk to. 

She was the daughter of renowned 
actor-manager Sir Gerald du Maurier and 
granddaughter of George du Maurier, a 
Punch magazine cartoonist who had penned 
the novel 7ri/by, starring the evil hypnotist 
Svengali. Daphne had given up her high 
society life in London as a young woman 
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and fallen in love with the windswept moors 
of Cornwall, a place that stirred her 
remarkable creative genius. I deeply 
admired her talent and was delighted when 
she finally relented and agreed to a meeting 
at her remote Cornish mansion in Par. The 
meeting was to include lunch, and my wife 
and I ended up spending about four hours 
with this fascinating woman, trying to 
discover what made her tick. For me, it was 
better than meeting The Queen. 

Dame Daphne was the wife of Sir 
Frederick Browning, a soldier who had been 
private secretary to the Duke of Edinburgh. 
When I met her, he was dead and she was 
seventy. My long interview with her went 
well, but I still found something elusive 
about her, something guarded that I couldn’t 
put my finger on. She dressed in a fairly 
mannish way and spoke with one of those 
plum, posh accents. In her books she wrote 
flawlessly from the male or female point of 
view. 

Ten years later I was in Cornwall again 
and phoned but her housekeeper said she 
was very ill. She was subject to periodic fits 
of depression that incapacitated her. The 
next year, 1989, she died—it was a great 
loss to the world of storytelling. After her 
death I finally found out what that elusive 
*X’ element was in her character. Author 
Margaret Foster wrote a biography of Dame 
Daphne, published with the full approval of 
her children and family. In it she revealed du 
Maurier’s bisexuality, then totally unknown 
to the public. During her marriage she had a 
passionate affair with famed musical 
comedy star Gertrude Lawrence (best 
known through her association with Noel 
Coward), which only ended with 
Lawrence’s untimely death. Du Maurier 
also had a terrible crush on the wife of her 
American publisher, Ellen Doubleday. 
Doubleday was straight and embarrassed by 
her attention. 

Sir Gerald du Maurier had always 
wanted a son and instead had three 
daughters. Dame Daphne (who still referred 
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to him sweetly as “daddy” when I met her) 
had apparently wanted to please him and 
invented an alter ego named Eric Avon, a 
boy who stayed in her subconscious for the 
rest of her life. At times Eric popped out in 
the writing process and took over, hence her 
amazing ability to write as a rough male 
pirate or a gentle English lady. She 
possessed a real male and female split. And 
perhaps that is why I felt so instinctively 
drawn to her. Both Eric and Daphne wrote 
those books. 
May her divided soul rest in peace.

Part of that challenge is in increasing the 
awareness among all Calgarians that 
HIV/AIDS affects everyone. Whether or not 
the disease has touched us personally, it 
almost certainly has touched the life of 
someone we know. We believe that by 
increasing awareness of the impact HIV/ 
AIDS has on every member of the commu- 
nity we can begin to move toward a society 
that is compassionate, understanding and 
accepting of all of its members.

level of risk for contracting HIV/AIDS. 
Programs such as Breaking the Barriers, 
YouthXChange, the YES Project, the Men’s 
Project and the Speakers Network are 
designed to reach specific populations 
through approaches that are both comfort- 
able and relevant for them. 


The effective delivery of both support and 
outreach programs depends upon our 
network of partners in all facets of the 
community. Through collaboration with 
organizations such as Safeworks, Calgary 
RaveSafe, the Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Association, the Calgary Birth 
Control Association and Planned Parenthood 
Alberta we are able to reach and assist far 
more people than would be possible on 
our own. 


Sponsorships and donations from the 
corporate sector also play a major role in 
our work to provide training, support and 
information to clients, volunteers, staff 
and members of the Calgary community. 
Generous financial and in-kind contribu- 
tions have made it possible for us to 
increase the distribution of our newslet- 
ter, 360°, advocate for those living with 
HIV/AIDS and assist people to gain the 
knowledge to make informed decisions 
that will protect them from becoming 
infected with HIV. 


A final major partner is the corps of volun- 
teers that is made of people from virtually 
every walk of life in our community. It 
would be impossible to deliver our many 


Programs and services without the enor- 
mous contribution of time and expertise 
of the 130 program volunteers and 400 
special event volunteers who worked with 
us over the year. The dedication of so 
many skilled and talented individuals 
makes it possible for our small agency to 
provide service to an ever-widening circle 
of people affected by HIV/AIDS.

One-to-One Support 


The AIDS Calgary Support Team provides 
short-term counselling, education and 
referral and additional services to persons 
living with HIV/AIDS. People may be 
referred to support workers’ by other 
AIDS Calgary staff or by other community 
services. Support workers provide pre- 
and post-test counselling, information 
about HIV/AIDS, and assist with 
problem solving. Together 
with our community part- 
ners, support workers 
also provide advocacy 
and referrals for issues 

not directly related to 

HIV/AIDS such as hous- 

ing, nutrition, addictions 

and mental health. 


Community Kitchen 
and Community Garden 


The Community Kitchen Program will 
enter its third year in September 2001. 
Operated in the kitchen facility at AIDS 
Calgary, this program gives persons liv- 
ing with HIV/AIDS an opportunity to learn 
how to cook affordable meals that meet 
their nutritional needs while enjoying 
social interaction. 


Participants are actively involved in all 
aspects of the Community Kitchen, from 
planning the menus and budgeting food 
costs, to shopping for groceries and 
preparing the planned meals. They also 
participate in collecting donations of food 
and other supplies. Volunteers assist in all 
aspects of the program, including provid- 
ing workshops on topics such as food 
safety, nutrition, shopping for affordable 
yet nutritious ingredients and meal prepa- 
ration. This year, six volunteers worked in 
the Community Kitchen and Garden. 


Many community services agencies con- 
tinue to support the Community Kitchen 
program. Through donations in-kind from 
Interfaith Foodbank Association and The 
Mustard Seed, we are able to reduce food 
costs substantially. The Calgary Health 
Region has provided many resources, 
including consultation services with the 
dietician at the Southern Alberta Clinic 
(for HIV/AIDS) as well as food 
safety and handling courses. 


The AIDS Calgary Community 
Garden is a joint effort with 
the Victoria Park Community 
Garden. This community 
development project has 
done much to increase com- 
munity involvement in a 
worthwhile project. This year, 
the AIDS Calgary garden produced 
fresh greens that can be used in the 
Community Kitchen. 


Greenbough Fund 


The Greenbough Fund provides short- 
term emergency financial assistance to 
people living with HIV/AIDS. This assis- 
tance includes covering expenses for 
necessities such as temporary housing, 
food costs, clothing, and transportation 
and/ or health services. Clients may also 
apply to the fund for one-time funding for 
“quality of life” requests to assist recre- 
ational or social activities. 


As in previous years, the number of 
requests for emergency assistance 
increased during 2000/2001. In order to 
meet this demand, we have increased our 
cost-sharing partnerships and collabora- 
tions with such agencies as the Red Cross — 
Community Crisis Assistance Program, 


Calgary Urban Project Society (CUPS) and 
the Southern Alberta Clinic. Throughout 
the year, as AIDS Calgary’s portion of the

Volunteer Care Team 


The Care Team volunteers assist clients by 
providing emotional and practical support 
to. clients living with HIV/AIDS. This 
involves one-to-one buddy matches, and 
short-term assistance such as providing 
transportation to medical appointments. 
As well, the Care Team helps palliative 
clients who wish to remain in their homes 
by providing assistance that comple- 
ments home care supports. In 2000/2001, 
16 CareTeam volunteers provided support 
to 42 clients. The Care Team has 13 active 
buddy matches and has provided 29 
short-term assistance contacts. 


Support Outreach 


This year has seen an expansion in our 
outreach initiatives. Support workers con- 
tinue to reach high-risk populations in the 
injection drug use communities and have 
begun providing weekly outreach at the 
Calgary Drop-In Centre and Alpha House. 
In expanding this program, the support 
team has improved its ability to address 
the issues of addictions and HIV through 
education and discussion groups. 


We have more than doubled the number 
of individuals we are reaching through 
outreach services to 1,325. In getting to 
know the people in hard to reach commu- 
nities we have been able to bring them 
preventive education and support. Finally, 
the Support team continues to go to the 
Beswick House hospice to connect people 
who are seriously ill with or dying of AIDS 
with our services. Support Outreach con- 
tinues to show the importance of reaching 
out to people living with HIV/AIDS across 
a wide range of health and financial cir- 
cumstances.

Community Outreach 


Breaking the Barriers: HIV/AIDS 
Sexual Health Education for 
Immigrant Communities 


29 workshops given 
900 immigrants reached 


Breaking the Barriers concluded in 2000/01, 
and aspects of it were incorporated into 
other programs. The program was designed 
to deliver HIV prevention and sexual health 
information to immigrant men and women 


in ways that show respect for different 


cultural values and customs. 


In 2000/2001, 29 workshops were given to 
900 immigrant men and women. Women- 
only workshops were provided by a female 
presenter, and men-only workshops were 
provided by a male presenter. This helped 
the participants to feel as comfortable as 
possible in discussing the sensitive infor- 
mation presented. The workshops were 
presented by AIDS Calgary staff and trained 
volunteers. 


In addition to delivering workshops specif- 
ically designed for immigrants, a brochure 
about HIV transmission, prevention, and 
the personal effects of HIV/AIDS was cre- 
ated and translated into six languages: 
Arabic, Spanish, Hindi, Vietnamese, Tagalog, 
and Chinese. The educational brochures 
will be ready in late 2001 for use in AIDS 
Calgary workshops and by immigrant- 
serving agencies. 


Much of the success of this program 
depended upon our partnerships with 
immigrant-serving agencies. Over the year, 
we focused on strengthening our relation- 
ships with the Calgary Immigrant Women’s 
Association, Chinook College, and Bow 
Valley College. We delivered educational 
seminars to staff at these and other organi- 
zations so that they could pass information 
about HIV/AIDS and AIDS Calgary on to 
their clients. 


YouthXChange

YouthXChange is a youth-focused project 
guided by youth outreach workers and 
youth volunteers. Outreach workers provide 
direct, street-level outreach to street- 
involved youth. HIV prevention messages 
are delivered through one-to-one support, 
discussion groups, and displays. During 
2000/2001, street outreach workers made 
123 outreach trips to different downtown 
locations, parks, partner agencies, raves 
and areas of the city that are used by men 
and women involved in prostitution. They 
connected with 4597 street-involved youth. 


Outreach workers and youth volunteers 
also gave out 14,520 condoms and 4050 
lubrication packages, information on sex- 
ually transmitted diseases, HIV testing, 
sexual orientation and survival on the 
streets. YouthXChange outreach workers 
also provided a total of 98 one-on-one dis- 
cussions with street-involved youth and 

held 26 discussion groups with 270 
youth at a variety of locations. 


Two issues (1259 copies) of 
the youth magazine, Naked: 
Zine on Life, for and by 
street-involved youth were 
published and distributed 
in 2000/2001. A youth 
working committee decides 
what goes into the zine. 
Street-involved youth submit 
artwork, poetry, and other cre- 
ative works. 


YouthXChange launched Arousal: AIDS 
Calgary Street Theatre Project in June, 
2000. Through their performances, the the- 
atre troupe delivered HIV prevention and 
education messages to 212 people. The 
topics of the performances included HIV 
prevention, empowerment of youth, and 
how to negotiate for safer sexual activity. 


YouthXChange also uses Internet outreach 
to connect with youth. On February 14, 
2001, we launched a new. website. 
Youth4youth.com is a youth-run partner- 
ship that includes AIDS Calgary and five 
other agencies: the Calgary Birth Control 
Association, the Gay and_ Lesbian 
Community Services Association, Safeworks 
Calgary, Calgary RaveSafe, and Planned 
Parenthood Alberta. Since it opened, 2988 
youth have visited the website and the 
message boards have hosted over 50 
members to date. This approach presents 
material in way that is comfortable for 
youth, respects confidentiality, and pro- 
vides both email and peer support. 


During AIDS Awareness Week and World 
AIDS Day, YouthXChange joined the Gay 
and Lesbian Community Services 
Association, the Calgary Birth Control 
Association and an independent educator 
to present a peer training session. The 
training session, Sex Talk, was about the 
link between male-female stereotypes, 
decision-making and HIV transmis- 
sion. A total of 59 street- 
involved youth participated 
in this five-hour peer-train- 
ing workshop hosted at 
Bridgeland © Community 
Centre. 


In another partnership, 
Safeworks Calgary (needle 
exchange) and AIDS Calgary 
are working together in the 
“Youth Essential Hepatitis C” 
Project (the YES Project). The YES 
Project targets youth involved with the 
rave community to increase awareness of 
Hepatitis C, HIV and other sexually trans- 
mitted diseases. Strategies include the 
distribution of information, condoms, lubri- 
cant and water bottles. Youth volunteers 
from the target group also created an 
interactive mobile display as a tool for 
Hepatitis C, HIV and safer drug use educa- 
tion at rave events. 


A strong partnership has been built 
between AIDS Calgary and EXIT (Wood's 
Homes) through outreach on the van and 
at the storefront. YouthXChange also works 
on the ReVamp committee (The Reduction 
of the Victimization of Males Involved in 
Prostitution) a coalition formed in January 
2000. Partners include: AIDS Calgary, 
Safeworks Calgary, Calgary Communities 
Against Sexual Abuse, Eleanor’s House, 
and EXIT. A review of the needs of men 
involved with prostitution was completed 
during 2000/2001. The committee is mov- 
ing forward with recommendations for the 
next stage of this partnership.

Men’s Project 


The Men’s Project is a partnership between 
the Gay and Lesbian Community Services 
Association and AIDS Calgary. The project 
provides outreach services to men who 
have sex with men (MSM). This is carried 
out through direct contact on the streets 
and in locations frequented by MSM and 
through online chatrooms. This year, the 
Men’s Project also began a volunteer-run 
men’s peer support group hosted weekly 
at Money Pennies Eatery & Bar. 


Throughout 2000/2001, outreach workers 
made 438 contacts and gave out 3740 con- 
doms, 4595 lubrication packages, 150 
program information cards and 350 match- 
books. In addition, Outlooks magazine 
published a monthly article written by the 
Men's Project Coordinator, providing a 
wide distribution of information and dis- 
cussion about issues of concern to men 
who have sex with men. 


The Men's Project continues to work in part- 
nership with other agencies, groups and 
businesses in Calgary that serve MSM. 
Partners of the Men’s Project include 
ReVamp (Reduction of the Victimization 
of Males Involved in _ Prostitution), 
Youth4Youth: Youth Supporting Youth 
Website Initiative, the Prevention Education 
cluster of the Calgary Coalition on HIV/AIDS, 
and the Calgary Police Services Gay and 
Lesbian Community Liaison Committee. 


Speakers Network 


87 presentations 


2350 students reached 


Speakers Network is a volunteer-based 
HIV prevention and education program 
that provides presentations to secondary 
schools, post-secondary schools and other 
interested community groups. There are 
two workshops in the program, AIDS 101 
presents the basic facts about HIV (trans- 


mission, means of prevention), while 
AIDS 201 focuses on the personal effects 
of HIV/AIDS and is presented by volun- 
teers who are living with and/or affected 
by HIV/AIDS. During 2000/2001, 87 pre- 
sentations were given to a total of 2350 
students in grades 7 to 12. 


Other Community Outreach 
Work & Activities 


Partnership work continues to grow with 
Aboriginal serving agencies across Calgary. 
AIDS Calgary is a member of the Aboriginal 
Cluster of the Calgary Coalition on HIV/ 
AIDS. Members of this working group are 
drawn from Native Addiction Services, 
Awo Taan Native Women’s Shelter, 8th & 
8th Health Centre, Boys & Girls Club, 
Feather of Hope Aboriginal AIDS Prevention 
Society, Siksika and Safeworks Calgary. 
The purpose of the cluster is to help meet 
the needs of Aboriginal communities in 
Calgary and southern Alberta; build 
capacity in the Aboriginal serving agencies 
in Calgary; and raise cultural awareness 
and sensitivity among non-Aboriginal 
agencies in the city. 


In February 2001, the seventh annual 
National Condom Week events were held 
in partnership with the Calgary Birth 
Control Association. National Condom Week 
reached 5,000 post-secondary students 
through the provision of 10,000 condoms 
and information. Topics included informa- 
tion about sexual and reproductive health 
and safer sexual techniques. 


Other partnership work includes the fol- 
lowing groups: Alberta Association of the 
Deaf, Sexuality Coalition (Calgary Birth 
Control Association, Developmental 
Disability Resource Centre, Sexual and 
Reproductive Health - Calgary Regional 
Health), and the Chlamydia Action Project 
(STD Clinic, Sexual and Reproductive 
Health, Family Planning Clinic, Calgary 
Birth Control Association). 


Information and Training ~ 


Overview 


The diversity of people who require infor- 
mation and training for dealing with and 
preventing HIV/AIDS continues to pose a 
challenge to AIDS Calgary staff. In order 
to meet the needs of our clients, volun- 
teers, staff and the general population of 
the Calgary area we continued to collabo- 
rate with other agencies, the corporate 
sector and individuals to increase aware- 
ness of HIV/AIDS-related issues, advocate 
for those living with HIV/AIDS and pro- 
vide the education to allow people make 
the choices that will prevent the spread of 
the disease. 


Training 


During 2000/2001, AIDS Calgary 
delivered workshops in response 
to community interest and 
request. Training participants 
included professionals working in 
related agencies, members of the 
Aboriginal communities, post-sec- 
ondary students, the general public 
and AIDS Calgary staff. Workshops 
addressed such topics as: HIV/AIDS 
and the Aboriginal population, caring for 
caregivers, talking about sexuality and stig- 
ma and discrimination related to HIV/AIDS. 


Volunteer Management Program

Without the commitment and enthusiasm 
of volunteers AIDS Calgary would not be 
able to offer the wide range of programs 
and services we do. In the past year, 130 
program volunteers and nearly 400 special 
event volunteers donated almost 40,000 
hours to AIDS Calgary. The generosity of 
volunteers is key to AIDS Calgary's effec- 
tiveness within the Calgary region. 


Volunteers serve on the Board of Directors, 
make public education and awareness pre- 
sentations through Speakers Network, 
give emotional and practical support to 
persons living with HIV/AIDS through the 
Care Team program, Community Kitchen 
and Community Garden, reach out to the 
community through YouthXChange and 
the Men’s Project, and help out at the 
reception desk. 


The Volunteer Management Program coor- 
dinates volunteer activity at AIDS Calgary. 
We offer detailed training programs so that 
all volunteers have the chance to learn 
about HIV/AIDS, and prepare for their role 
at AIDS Calgary.

International Project 


In May 2000, AIDS Calgary Awareness 
Association received a grant from the 
Canadian International Development 
Agency HIV/AIDS Small Grants 
Program, to carry out an 
education project with 
The Child Foundation 
of India. The Prison 
Sexual Health Project, 
operated in the prison 
system of Andhra 
Pradesh, and provided 
prisoners with oppor- 
tunities to learn about 
HIV/AIDS through pam- 
phlets, audiovisual materials, 
workshops, and one-on-one dis- 
cussions. The partnership project was 
completed in early 2001.

Positive Action 


The members of Positive Action, a peer- 
driven group of HIV positive people, offer 
their perspective and support to AIDS 
Calgary. One of Positive Action’s man- 
dates for the Millennium and beyond is to 
expand its membership to include new 
points of view, ensure representation of 
all demographic groups, and provide 
opportunity for as many as possible to 
contribute to the work of the group. Other 
initiatives include revitalizing the Hospital 
Visits program and a drop-in computer 
clinic for those wanting to up-date their 
resume or learn computer basics such as 
how to set up an email account. 


We have secured funding to the end of 
March 2002 for the Positive Living Lunch 
program. The bi-weekly Positive Living 
Lunch provides people living with HIV/ 
AIDS a chance to connect informally in a 
safe, friendly environment. In addition to 
the social support and hot nutritious 
meals, the program includes guest speak- 
ers who talk about issues related to 
HIV/AIDS ranging from legal concerns, to 
nutrition to alternative therapies. Positive 
Action members also take a leading role 
in providing volunteers to assist the 
Lunch Coordinator to prepare, serve and 
clean up after the meals. This year, 17 vol- 
unteers contributed to the lunch program. 
An average of 20 participants attend each 
lunch. The Positive Living Lunch operates 
on alternating Fridays with an afternoon 
social, the “Coffee Connection” 


New member-volunteers are welcome.

Looking to the Future 


In recognition of the varying needs of the 
different members of our widening circle, 
we are focusing our work on specific pop- 
ulations in addition to continuing to 
provide information about HIV/AIDS to 
the general public of the Calgary region. 
We will continue the Men’s Project and 
YouthXChange, as well as efforts to increase 
our ability to provide support and out- 
reach to immigrants, IV drug users and 
Aboriginal people. We will also continue 
to address the links a between HIV and 
Hepatitis C. A new outreach effort will tar- 
get women living with HIV and include 
work to raise awareness of the HIV issues 
of particular concern to them.

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The tradition of Asian denial

Are Vancouver’s gay Chinese trapped 
behind a Great Wall of Silence? 
Homophobia is a fact of life in China, so a 
fear and mistrust of gays is often evident in 
tightly knit Asian communities across 
Canada. This clash between gay culture and 
Chinese tradition exerts intense pressure on 
individuals and is starting to have a 
frightening impact on community health. 

“There are still people who think 
homosexuals are something from the white 
culture”, says Wei Hsi Hu, an outreach 
worker with ASIA, the Asian Society for the 
Intervention of AIDS (www.asia.be.ca). 
“For someone to come out and support queer 
people in the Asian community is hard. As 
soon as you speak, you’re on the blacklist, 
you're targeted as a bad person.” 

Hu is seated in ASIA’s tiny second floor 
lounge in an old building on the edge of 
Chinatown. A stone’s throw away is 
Vancouver’s notorious east side drug district, 
a hotbed of ITV drug abuse and AIDS 
transmission. Hu’s soft spoken, relaxed 
manner belies the fact that his group faces an 
uphill battle each day working with some of 
the most marginalized members of the Asian 
community: women with little power in their 
relationships, addicts who are sickly and 
stigmatized and immigrants who are hindered 
by economic concerns and a language barrier. 

In British Columbia, more than a quarter 
million people list Mandarin or Cantonese as 
their mother tongue. The Chinese are seen in 
every walk of life in the lower mainland, 
from struggling artists and middle income 
laborers to business owners, professionals 
and academics. Queer Asians are fixtures in 
Vancouver’s gay bars, coffee shops, 
bookstores and bathhouses. They jam at local 
cabarets, they march in the Pride Parade and 
they run community organizations. In short, 
they are everywhere. 

Yet, despite their numbers and_ their 
successes, gay Asians are often ignored and 
their issues overlooked. There was barely a 
whisper of reaction in the Chinese or the 
mainstream press to a dramatic recent news 
story from the motherland: China’s long 
overdue decision to drop homosexual acts 
from its register of mental disorders. A 
similar move in the United States in 1973 
helped open the floodgates for gay liberation 
in North America. No longer could 
homosexuals be viewed as sick, in need of 
treatment or incarceration in mental hospitals. 
Does this herald the start of a similar new era 
for queer Asians? 

One immediate effect is that the Chinese 
psychiatric establishment will have to change 
its negative attitude on homosexuality. “A lot 
of parents who receive the news that their 
kids are gay immediately want to go to the 
doctor,” said Hu. “If the doctors can now tell 


them this is not a mental illness, it will 
definitely have an effect.” 

Although gays and lesbians in China 
will no longer be labeled mental defectives, 
the country’s leading therapists continue to 
view homosexuality as abnormal. Police can 
arrest anyone who displays homosexual 
behavior in public. Even in the big cities, few 
gay men venture far from the closet, and the 
bar scene is largely underground. Activism 
and AIDS education are out of the question. 
In addition, China’s rigid social norms, the 
unwritten rules of behavior, make clear that 
being gay is not okay. This social repression 
often rears its head far beyond China’s 
borders, as old prejudices find their way to 
new countries. Hu observes that “a lot of 
families who immigrated here stay in the 
same mindset, and ten years later they [have] 
never really changed their values and 
beliefs.” Five thousand years of tradition 
means change doesn’t come easily. 

This often sets Asians on a collision 
course with homosexuals. Case in point is 
provincial Liberal Patrick | Wong’s 
astonishing attack on gay school teachers in a 
Chinese language interview during the recent 
B.C. election campaign. His other comments 
in the Chinese press warned that same sex 
marriages would destroy traditional family 
values. While some view Wong as a loose 
cannon, others say he’s simply expressing 
widely held views. Wong knows his 
audience. 

“Homosexuality is still a debatable issue 
in the Asian community, [as to] whether it’s 
normal or whether it’s acceptable,” Hu says. 
“Because there are so many people speaking 
out against it, it’s almost a given that the 
Asian community is not accepting of it.” 

How can a culture begin to accept 
homosexuality when it has great difficulty 
discussing sex between men and women? 
How can it move toward tolerance for gay 
men when one of the deepest shames is 
having a son who does not carry on the 
family name? 

Hu says, “People don’t want to be

named as a queer Asian in the community 
because they know they face condemnation.” 

The overwhelming influence of tradition 
is both a great strength and a great weakness. 
Can queer Asians help their families achieve 
a balance between the traditional values of 
honour, loyalty and obedience and the 
democratic ideals of freedom, tolerance and 
choice? Striking that balance has never been 
more important. 

AIDS infection rates have jumped a 
staggering 65% this year among men of color 
in British Columbia, and Hu says part of the 
reason is that his community still views sex 
as a big taboo. Sex just isn’t up for discussion. 
Hu notes that, “for Asians to open up about 
anything that involves sexuality or emotions 
is very difficult; people don’t want to talk, 
[yet they] continue to have unprotected sex.” 
Silence, unfortunately, still equals death. 

The other big obstacle—denial. For the 
Chinese, this is nothing less than an art form. 
One senior Chinese government official 
recently declared that there are no 
homosexuals in his country. Hu isn’t 
surprised: “We are continually getting quotes 
like that from Asian people and organizations 
who insist there are no queer people in our 


community; that no Asians are gay, and no 
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Asians are infected with HIV... anything 
that’s white [such as homosexuality] is not of 
our own tradition and culture; its just not us.” 

The Chinese may take another five 
thousand years to achieve the degree of 
freedom and openness Canadians take for 
granted. “We’re trying to get queer Asians to 
break out of their shell, not to discard their 
culture but to realize the effect that culture is 
having on them,” Hu observes. 

While many Chinese Canadians are 
intimidated by the heavy burden of tradition, 
Hu remains optimistic. “There is hope,” he 
says. “The community is becoming more 
open.”

organization, along with three queer 
couples, and was signed onto by the former 
attorney general, in response to an 
application by the gay couples to get a B.C. 
marriage license. Marriage is a bizarre 
mixed-jurisdictional. issue under the 
Constitution, in which the federal 
government is responsible for determining 
who may marry, but provincial 
governments are charged with issuing the 
licenses to allow them to do so. The B.C. 
government’s case was based on the idea 
that the feds had an obligation to explain 
why the province should be prohibited 
from issuing a license to any couple who 
asked for it. 

Despite the obvious constitutional 
complications, the message to the gay 
community was straightforward: The NDP 
government thought gay or lesbian couples 
should be allowed to marry. 

The new message is similarly clear: 
The Liberal government thinks they should 
not. Greg Wilson, a gay man who served as 
campaign manager for Geoff Plant in the 
last two election campaigns, is on the side 
of those who see marriage as low on the list 
of gay-rights priorities. “To me, it’s a 
religious ceremony,” he said. 
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What worries him about the attorney 
general’s decision is the optics. “It’s a very 
bad message as an early act of a 
government,” said Wilson. 

Though the decision may have been 
taken with the finest intentions in terms of 
policy development, it may also have the 
effect of emboldening the — social 
conservatives who make up a sizable chunk 
of the enormous Liberal caucus. “It 
inspires those who are interested in a 
message of hate,” he said. 

During the election campaign, gay 
activists warned Lorne Mayencourt that he 
would find himself with strange bedfellows 
if he was elected as the Liberal MLA for 
the gayest riding in the province. When 
election day came, Mayencourt became the 
first openly gay MLA in Canadian history 
to replace another openly gay MLA. Now 
he is a backbencher in Gordon Campbell’s 
government and I called him, wondering 
what he thought of the attorney general’s 
reversal. Mayencourt said he met with 
Plant a few weeks before the decision was 
announced. He defended the government’s 
decision. The argument runs like this: We 
want to make friends with Ottawa and not 
pick fights over minor matters. (FYI: What 
is called a Liberal government in Victoria 
is nothing like the same beast in Ottawa. 
Sucking up to Ottawa has nothing to do 
with “family ties” and everything to do 
with mending fences.) 

Mayencourt said the reversal was a 
strategic choice. “There are a lot of things I 
want to accomplish, and that means we 
have to make some hard choices,” he said. 
Mayencourt believes marriage is a federal 
matter and should be decided there. Fair 
enough. 

But he also used the same argument 
that Hedy Fry, federal Liberal MP for the 
overlapping riding and one of Ottawa’s 
best gay-rights defenders, told me last year: 
The gay community is divided on the issue 
of gay marriage. Some people want gay 
marriage recognized in law, others see it as 
mimicking failed heterosexual norms. That 
sounds to me like a cop-out on a most 
contentious issues, even for gay-rights 
advocates like her. 

Poor Hedy has her own problems, 
having accused Prince George and 
Kamloops of being hotbeds of 
crossburnings, as if she doesn’t have 
enough flamers in her own riding. I'll leave 
her alone. But poor Lorne—a gay man who 
should know better—hit upon this too, one 
of my pet peeves. 

Do you remember the bumper sticker 
from the hey-days of the abortion debate? 
“Don’t agree with abortion? Don’t have 
one”? That, to me, is the crux of the debate 
over gay marriage. The academics and 
politically correct elite in the gay 


community will argue that to get married is 
to merely ape the perils of straight religio- 
legal contracting that we all grew up with, 
however successful or unsuccessful. 

But it takes it a step further to say “I 
don’t want to get married, so I don’t want 
you to get married either.” It’s pretty much 
like the debate over abortion or, in 1920s 
America, the prohibition of alcohol: “I 
disagree with it, so I’m going to stop you 
from doing it, too.” 

Think of it this way: an African 
American in 1950s Alabama doesn’t like 
fish’n’chips, so he protests against his 
courageous coloured colleagues eating at a 
whites-only lunch counter. 

Or wait, how about this: Rosa Parks 
shouldn’t have sat down because she 
probably wasn’t that tired anyway. 

Sure, we’ve all seen bad marriages. 
Maybe we’ve been in one. But some 
people need to get off their high horses. 
There are some fabulous marriages out 
there—gay and straight—and, even if there 
weren’t, who the hell is the government to 
tell someone they can’t make their own 
mistakes? 

Some of the people who are opposed 
to gay marriage are the people who 
consider themselves the most politically 
correct of the whole bunch. So, Goddess 
forbid I should utter such apostasy, but I 
can’t help thinking that opponents of gay 
marriage are feeding off something more 
than purely political motives. I’m no 
psychiatrist, but I suspect that those who 
are most venomous against gay marriage 
not only experienced an unfortunately 
skewed view of straight marriage as 
children, but that they may also be carrying 
around an irritating little grain of sand 
known as self-loathing. 

As I see it, there are two choices: 
legalize gay marriage, or ban straight 
marriage. Those are the only two ways I 
can see equality being served and the latter 
is never going to happen. 

It should be a matter of choice. 

Regardless of the B.C. government’s 
reversal—and no matter what the 
politically correct queers say—the case is 
being considered by the Supreme Court. 
Perhaps it will be the last legacy of this 
continent’s most gay-positive government.

For the first two years of Outlooks’ 
existence, we were asked repeatedly why the 
newspaper did not have a cartoon featured 
within its pages. The simple answer, tossed 
out repeatedly, was that the right one just had 
not been found. Many _ illustrated 
submissions were reviewed and rejected 
based on the fact that they just did not have 
“it”? when it came to fulfilling the 
publication’s needs. All that changed, 
however, in May of 1999, when Glen 


Hanson and Alan Neuwirth submitted their 


strip Chelsea Boys for consideration. With 
Neuwirth’s sharp writing and Hanson’s 
brilliant illustration skills, Chelsea Boys 
became an instant hit with Outlooks readers 
and staff alike. Few know, however, that one 
of the strip's very talented creators happens 
to be Canadian—and a busy one at that. 

Glen Hanson started his career out as 
any illustrator would: portfolio in one hand 
and ambition in the other. He now has his 
hands full with a variety of projects, from 
Chelsea Boys and the animated television 
series Spy Groove to fashion illustration 
and caricature work. Recently, he was 
approached by the cast of the North 
American version of Queer As Folk and 
asked to produce a caricature portrait of the 
series’ characters as a gift for the 
producers. Outlooks caught up with 
Hanson recently to find just where he came 
from and where he intends to go with his 
career. 

Outlooks: When did all of this begin 
with you—did you draw a lot as a child? 

Hanson: Mmm-hmmm. My parents 
began to see a higher than average ability 
in drawing since I was about two-and-a- 
half-I guess it was something I really 
enjoyed and did a lot of. One of the 
coolest things my father did was keep a lot 
of my work, and he was very organized in 
how he kept it. There are files-from 
months, even, per year—kept since I was 
two or three. If I want to see how I was 
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drawing in the fall of 1973, I can go in and 
take a look. 

Outlooks: So there was a degree of 
parental support, then, as opposed to the 
“Go get a real job!” scenario? 

Hanson: Oh, absolutely. My father 
was a teacher, and I think he would have 
appreciated it a little more if I had focused 
on school but, frankly, I wasn’t as 
interested in academics as I was in 
drawing. I didn’t really get any training 
until I went to college for animation. 

Outlooks: And where did you go for 
that? 

Hanson: Sheridan College, which 
was an excellent. program and probably 
still is the best program in the northeastern 
part of North America. When I was 
seeing portfolios from kids who studied 
animation in the northeastern part of the 
United States, there were kids graduating 
that didn’t have the skills that we learned 
in the first year at Sheridan. It really is a 
comprehensive program in “classical” 
animation, and their graduates go out all 
over the world and start working 
immediately. 

Outlooks: Now, Chelsea Boys is very 
much a team effort-how did you and Alan 
[Neuwirth] hook up? 

Hanson: Well, I went down to New 
York in °95 and I had this concept—which 
is a little different than what it has 
become—for a gay, animated television 
series about three roommates. I was 
looking through a local gay publication 
that had a lot of professional ads in the 
back, and he had an advertisement in there 
that really leapt out at me: as an animation 
director and producer. We met, because of 
Chelsea Boys, and became very good 
friends and creative partners, then we 
began working on developing it as a 
possible animated short. It was at this 
point we realized we could build up an 
audience for it by doing it as a comic strip; 
the comic strip was never an end in itself, 
it was a means to an end and it’s just kind

of taken off. Alan and I have such similar 
backgrounds—and a lot of people don’t 
know this because he pretty much just 
writes these days—but he’s also a very 
talented illustrator. We’re both gay, we 
have a vast knowledge of pop culture, we 
have a similar sense of humour—it’s just 
one of those creative partnerships that 
works. 

Outlooks: Our readership knows you 
primarily through Chelsea Boys, so 
maybe you should talk a little bit about 
some of the other projects you have on the 
go. 

Hanson: Well, the G-Man stuff began 
when I moved down here and I was 
illustrating for a mainstream magazine at 
that time. I had illustrated for a couple of 
porn mags when I lived in Canada, as well 
as a few down here, just as a way to earn 
some extra money. There has always been 
an erotic side to my artwork, one that I 
couldn’t really manifest in the 
mainstream—whether I was drawing men 
or women I was always being told to 
“draw it back, draw it back.” There was 
this courier company called A to Z, which 
publicized in the local gay magazines and 
club papers, and they used illustrations 
and artwork. I contacted the people 
involved with the company and started 
doing work for them using the moniker 
“G-Man” because I didn’t want my 
mainstream clients knowing that I was 
doing this work! It just grew and grew—I 
probably wound up doing over fifty 
illustrations for them over three years, 
some of which are still being used. 

Outlooks: How did the cards start? 

Hanson: Well, through _ this 
connection of a friend’s, I found this card 
company called NobleWorks. I had seen 
their product everywhere but wasn’t 
aware that it was all the same company. 
They sell all over North America and have 
distributors all over the world. I showed 
them some of my designs and they 


decided that they wanted to do a line of 
cards. We started with six of them, and 
then that grew to about fifteen card 
images in total—Christmas, birthday, that 
sort of thing. The owner of the company 
was gay, and he saw the potential 
creatively and financially right away, and 
they did really well. I never made much 
money on them; they were basically a 
promotional vehicle for me. Now there are 
people in L.A. or wherever who tell me 
they’ve seen my cards all over the place. 


Tt was a great exposure thing to do in 


terms of building an awareness of my 
work in the gay community. 
Unfortunately, the owner of the company 
died recently, and they've decided they 
don’t want to do any more cards. The 
cards haven’t lost their popularity, and I 
don’t know what the inner workings of the 
company are. Still, it was good to do, 
even if it was not very profitable. 

Outlooks: You have another rather 
exciting promo in the works now with Sex 
and The City, don’t you? 

Hanson: Yes. As an illustrator in the 
mainstream, you have to promote to get 
work. The Queer As Folk caricature is 
another good example of this kind of 
work. And it’s not like I’m not happy 
with the work I did, but I guess I have to 
be careful that I’m not seen as the gayest 
illustrator in the world! That is a concern 
to me. When it comes down to a 
comparison between Sex and The City and 
Queer As Folk, there are lots more people 
watching Sex and The City. It’s just 
business. I mean, I love the show and it’s 
fun and it’s sexy and it’s very much about 
fashion... to do a promotion like that, 


even though I’m not getting paid for it, 
will hopefully reach a wider audience and

bring in more work. And that’s just the 
nature of the business. 

Outlooks: Well, Sex and The City can 
hardly be called selling out; at least you 
identify with the project on some level. 

Hanson: Living in New York City, 
having a lot of sex and being very 
concerned with clothing? Yes! 

Outlooks: We've been trying to 
“spread the gospel” with regard to Spy 
Groove; | know you’ve had a few qualms 
about that project, but could you give the 
readers a bit of background on it? 

Hanson: | was contacted in the fall of 
°98 and began working on the pilot. At 
that time, visually, it was just me—I did 
every image for that pilot. I don’t know 
how deeply I should get into the process 
of the show, but we kind of got f***ed 
from day one in every way possible with 
that show! I had worked at MTV doing 
character design on Daria for the first 
season, and I knew how MTV worked. 
Let’s just say that the people who run the 
show aren’t too terribly experienced in the 
areas they have control over! And they 
try to get as much as they can for as little 
as possible—they’re used to working with 
kids who are straight out of school, who 
know nothing and will work their asses off 
because it’s their big break. Well, that 
wasnt me! I thought I had protected 
myself as best I could with the contract I 
created, but God bless ’em they certainly 
found ways I never imagined to f*** us 
over! 

Outlooks: Example? 

Hanson: Only the first six episodes 
have been seen in the U.S., and if a show 
doesn’t “hit” after the third episode, it’s a 
flop. They gave us a crappy time-slot, 
they didn’t promote us outside of the 
network, they switched nights on us after 
the second episode—basically every 
decision they made f***ed us over. You 
don’t switch nights without promoting; no 
one knew we were on. After the fifth 
episode, we were the highest-rated cable 
program in our time-slot. After the sixth 
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episode—which we killed ourselves to 
complete, we were literally handing them 
off to air—they didn’t run the first six 
over to keep momentum going and 
continue building the audience we had 
established while we were working on the 
next seven. They pulled us totally from 
the time schedule, and then before we’d 
completed the last seven, they decided 
they weren’t going to renew us for the 
second season. They never even aired the 
last seven episodes, then sold it into 
syndication anywhere they could. That’s 
the reason you’re seeing it in Canada... 
and all across Europe! And in Taiwan! 
And South America! It just wasn’t good 
business, the way they approached the 
show for the investment they put into it. 
We were being nominated for awards 
before we had finished our first thirteen 
episodes, and it made no difference to 
them. I’m very happy with what I did for 
them, but it was also very hard to walk 
away without any bitterness. I mean, it 
did take my career to the next level, and it 
did get noticed and that’s all great, but 
considering what it could have done it was 
ultimately a disappointing experience for 
me. It certainly made me wiser about how 
to approach a situation like that again. 
Outlooks: So for other people in the 
industry or those wanting to get into the 
industry, your advice would be— 
Hanson: Contract! It’s all in the 
contract. You get yourself a damned good 
agent and you negotiate the best contract 
you can. I mean, I had probably the best 
contract of anyone on the show, including 
the creators, and I still got nailed. When 
you go in to negotiate a contract, you have 
to know where you're going to 
compromise, but that’s only for you to 
know, not them. You ask for everything 
you want—it’s a game and you have to 
look at it that way. You probably won’t 
get everything you want, but maybe you 
will—it’s about timing and power and not 
“self-editing” what you want. Now, if 
you’re just coming out of school and 
reading this, thinking, “I should negotiate 
a really good contract,” well... you 


should! But unless you’ve just created an 
award-winning student film or something 
you don’t have much to stand on. You 
need the experience of working on a 
professional show, but you also need to 
know where you'll compromise and 
where you'll walk away. 

Outlooks: You and Alan have 
something very exciting on the horizon 
with Chelsea Boys now, don’t you? 

Hanson: Well, we've signed a 
contract with Film Roman [responsible 
for The Simpsons, amongst others] and so 
we're officially in development. I assume 
by the end of summer they’ 11 be pitching it 
to networks. I think we all have a pretty 
good idea of what networks they’ll be 
pitching to, the ones that would even 
contemplate running a show like Chelsea 
Boys, at least in America. There are many 
markets out there and they just have to be 
approached one by one. We’ll see what 
happens. The good thing is that there are 
not many places to go to, so it’s not like 
we'll have to wait forever to find out if 
someone’s interested or not. Gay is very 
hot right now—I mean look at Will & 
Grace and Queer As Folk; all this ground 
that’s been broken just makes it more 
possible for others to follow. 

Outlooks: Much has been said about 
the U.S. version of Queer As Folk—what 
are your thoughts on it? 

Hanson: Queer As Folk is such a 
landmark show because | think it is a 
fairly accurate depiction of what life is 
like for many gay men in urban 
environments. It’s showing sexual 
honesty and situational honesty in terms 
of just being able to talk about things that 
we know about; things that mainstream 
people dont know about. We can now 
have characters who are gay and 
“honest”—they don’t have to be role 
models, they can just be gay characters. I 
mean, it’s almost like there are three gay 
characters on television and they have to 
represent all of us. And I understand that 
politically, it’s the same for the African- 
American community or the Asian 
community—there’s so little minority 
representation on television that the 
pressure’s put on to make these characters 
represent everyone. That’s not possible. | 
look forward to the day when there’s a gay 
character or relationship on television or 
in the movies that’s honest and real and 
flawed. Maybe that character is the villain 
or politically incorrect in some ways. 

Outlooks: Not a fan of political 
correctness, I take it? 

Hanson: | think it can be very 
dishonest. Political correctness has been 
great to gain respect for minorities, but I 
think it sometimes forces us to be 
dishonest because we feel it’s detrimental 
to be otherwise. If someone’s an asshole, 
then they’re an asshole! Gay or straight! 
I hope we’ve seen the high point of 
political correctness and now we're 


moving into a more honest, more real 
period of time where we can just “be.” I 
think we’ve really lost the ability to laugh 
at ourselves. 

Outlooks: If you weren’t doing this, 
or couldn’t do this, where do you think 
you'd focus your creative talents? 

Hanson: | suppose if I couldn’t draw 
I would still write, somehow. I’ve thought 
about all that and the gift I’ve been given: 
what I’d do if something physical 
happened and took that away. It’s 
frustrating sometimes, to be honest with 
you. I know I’m talented, and it’s 
frustrating when I’m not where I think I 
should be. I don’t know if that’s an 
inspiration to anyone out there or not! It’s 
like: why was I given this ability if I’m 
not where I think I should be at this point 
in time? Well, people may look at what 
Ive achieved and think I’m _ very 
successful, but I’m still very driven and 
very hungry. And it’s not about power or 
money, it’s about having the opportunity 
to create for the widest possible audience 
and also be acknowledged for it. Still, I 
have seen a lot of talented people with no 
ambition and that’s a waste. I hate waste. 
Especially with people who are gifted... I 
guess that’s just my “judgmentality!” 
That’s just me.

The combination of vampires and strong 
religious themes has always been a good 
one. Toss ina few homos and you’ve got 
a real winner; something, say, like 
Michael Schiefelbein’s first novel 
Vampire Vow, 

It would seem only natural that 
Schiefelbein should take up his pen and 
tackle a story such as this; after all, he 
spent ten years of his life studying for the 
priesthood, so the religious part was 
covered. As far as vampirism and 
homosexuality goes, let’s just say that he 
handles sucking of all kinds with great 
aplomb. 

Vampire Vow is the story of Roman 
centurion Victor Decimus, a lusty brute 
who wants to take the demonstration of 
his love for God one step further. You see, 
back in the day, Victor was chummy with 
an attractive young fellow who went by 
the name Joshu-Jesus to you and I. After 
a considerable (and, at times dangerously 
homoerotic) friendship, Joshu rejects 
Victor’s advances and takes a literal leap 
of faith towards his destiny. Angry and 
hurt, the rejected centurion seeks out the 
assistance of an Ethiopian seer named 
Tiresia. It is here that he finds the means 
of revenge he needs to lash out at Joshu, 
God and the whole of Christianity: the 
seer makes him a vampire.

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need for both blood and revenge by holing 
up in monasteries and destroying all those 
who cross his path. The story fast- 
forwards to modern U.S.A., where the 
vengeful vamp takes up residence with a 
group of monks in the Appalachian 
Mountains. It is here that he meets a 
confused young man, Luke, and the 
strong-willed Michael, the latter who 
holds as much allure for Victor as Christ 
once did. The sparks generated by this 
odd triangle are both disturbing and 
fascinating, and they eventually ignite a 
fire that even the immortal has trouble 
putting out. It is at this point that the 
novel goes from page-turner to blur, a 
thoroughly enjoyable prospect, to say the 
least. 

There is always an inherent danger of 
alienating the reader with period-oriented 
writing, even if it is only partially so. This 
is not the case with Schiefelbein’s 
offering. His historical passages manage 
to capture a sense of place and time 
without bogging the action down with 
fussy detail. At times, Vampire Vow is 
reminiscent of Mary Rand’s Mask of 
Agamemnon, another book that skillfully 
put modern issues and relationships into 
historical context without choking the 
reader on ancient dust. 

As Schiefelbein’s first novel, Vampire 
Vow is an admirable piece of work, full of 


succulent verse and interesting concepts. 
If there is any fault to be found at all, it is 
that the book’s 203 pages make for a quick 
read—perhaps quicker than this reader 
wanted. With such a well thought-out 
tale, I personally would like to have seen 
the book double, even triple in size. The 
whole thing just “tasted like more.” Then 
again, there is a reason that rich food is 
doled out in small portions—too much of 
a good thing can be just exactly that. With 
a first novel, portion and proportion can 
be hard things for an author to gauge; 
subsequent (and much-anticipated, at least 
on my part) efforts from Schiefelbein will 
surely be a greater measure of what 
appears to be tremendous _ talent. 
Schiefelbein has created a book as 
delicious and irresistible to readers as 
blood is to vampires; I strongly suggest 
you sample the fare.

October 3, 1989...the Rocky 
Mountain Singers held its very first 
rehearsal after Luke Shwart burned up the 
phone lines all summer long recruiting 
friends and friends of friends to join what 
he hoped would be the first Calgary 
lesbian and gay chorus to sing at the 
GALA Festival in Denver, in 1992. Thus 
began the GLBT choral movement in 
Calgary, and it has continued to grow 
ever since. 

Calgary now boasts two choruses in 
the GLBT community: the Rocky 
Mountain Singers and the Calgary Men’s 
Chorus. Each chorus is unique in its 
membership, style and approach to 
music, but each also shares similar goals: 
to provide an opportunity for people to 
work together to produce quality music, 
and to provide a social venue for chorus 
members, their families, and friends. 
This year, RMS (a chorus for women and 
men) is trying an emphasis on musical 
theatre style, which will include 
choreography (or “choralography”) and 
singing. The Calgary Men’s Chorus 
vision states that their chorus is 
“dedicated to excellence in the 
performance of a broad spectrum of 
men’s choral music...,” and the variety 
shown in their last several concerts 
reflects that vision. 

Penni Leggett, past president of 
RMS, wants to dispel the myth that there 
is any competition between the two 
Calgary choruses. Recently, both RMS 
and CMC joined forces to sing the 
anthems at the ARGRA Rodeo. “During 
our rehearsals, there was a tremendous 
sense of collegiality...we really enjoyed 
working together. We are currently 
developing plans for even more 
collaborative events,” notes Leggett. 

Another myth, which prevents some 
people from participating in a chorus, is 
the “I Can’t Sing” syndrome. 

“If I had a nickel for every person 
who said ‘I only sing in the shower,’ I 
could retire a millionaire!” remarked 
Shwart, when he was recruiting for the 
original RMS. People often assume they 
cannot sing, or they fear having to endure 
a huge audition. It is important to note 
that neither chorus requires an audition 
for singers—the point being that those 
with an interest in singing have the 
opportunity to join a chorus that appeals 
to them. People can certainly improve 
their singing when they join a chorus, and 
non-readers (of music) are often amazed 
at how quickly they learn the skills and 
techniques involved in choral singing. 
Even those who consider themselves non- 


singers have thrilled to discover their 
hidden vocal abilities, which of course 
brings out the “diva” in some. Both 
choruses welcome anyone wishing to 
become involved in chorus work, either 
as singers or volunteers. 

Easing the “coming out” process is 
another huge advantage for some chorus 
members. Many people are looking for a 
way to become involved in the GLBT 
community that allows for a degree of 
personal self-expression and a chance to 
develop friendships with other gay or 


lesbian people. Singing in a chorus is a 
fulfilling way to do this in a safe and 
friendly environment, where working 
together to achieve the musical goals 
provides opportunities for teamwork and 
results in a good deal of personal 
satisfaction as well. 

The Calgary Men’s Chorus and the 
Rocky Mountain Singers are both 
members of the Gay and Lesbian 
Association of Choruses (GALA), an 
international organization of choruses 
with roots in GLBT communities 
throughout the world. The first GALA 
Festival was held in 1983 at Lincoln 
Centre in New York, with eleven 
choruses and 650 singers. GALA now 
boasts a membership of well over a 
hundred choruses from many countries 
around the world. In fact, the GALA 
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international festivals, held every four 
years, have become so large—over ten 
thousand delegates—that organizers are 
working to find ways of regionalising the 
events. Canadian choruses enjoyed 
sharing their music and their friendships 
at the first Canadian GALA Festival in 
Edmonton in 1998. Now, members of the 
Calgary Men’s Chorus are preparing to 
attend the second Canadian GALA 
Festival in Toronto, June 21-24, 2002. 
Join a chorus for fun, music, and 
friendship. This year, both choruses will 
rehearse in the Common Room at the Old 
Y (12 Ave. SW between Ist and 2nd St. 
SW). CMC rehearses Sunday evenings at 
6:30, while RMS rehearses Wednesdays 


at 7 p.m. Both begin the fall schedule the 
first week after Labour Day. Although no 
women’s chorus exists in our community 
yet, some people have expressed an 
interest in starting one. If you'd like to be 
a charter member of Calgary’s first 
lesbian chorus, call (403) 242-9993. To 
contact RMS, contact Penni Leggett at 
rockymountainsingers@home.com, or 
phone (403) 265-6433.

It’s perfectly clear that homosexuality is 
downright non-Darwinian. Homosexuals are 
disinclined to reproduce, they don’t pass on 
their genes and, since the “fittest” is defined 
by reproductive success and passing on your 
genes, homosexuality must be the result of 
poor adaptation and constitutes a weakness in 
the human species. Ultimately, the goal of 
evolution and biology is reproduction and the 
continuation of one’s lineage, so in that 
context, homosexuality is not natural (and 
consequently wrong). 

Of all the non-religiously motivated 
arguments against homosexuality, this is 
probably the most compelling within the 
population at large, holding sway over 


otherwise rational, even scientifically 
minded, individuals. Why? Because it 
resonates with the intuitions that we 


culturally hold about “survival of the fittest,” 
biology and even society. Much of the GLBT 
community itself may even believe in these 
intuitions and just accept that we, for 
whatever reason, constitute some sort of 
exception to natural biology. 

That is unfortunate because the problem 
lies not in the nature of homosexuality but in 
our ignorance of biology and ideas that have 
been subtly malformed on their path from 
science to public consumption. 

The first of these misconceptions lies in 
the idea that evolution or biology has a goal 
in the first place. To suggest a “goal” is to 
accept a deistic view of the universe—that 
evolution is a system designed by a higher 
intelligence. Although this is a perfectly 
valid spiritual interpretation of evolution, it is 
not borne out scientifically. Currently, our 
most accurate scientific picture of 
evolution—coming out. of places like the 
Santa Fe Institute, which studies the 
emergence of complexity—suggests that 
evolution is a simple physical mechanism 
that differs little from the other physical 
systems of the universe, such as those that 
dictate the structure of our solar system or the 
chemical properties of gold. It would seem 
strange to say that the “goal of gravity” is to 
create orbits or to pull in meteorites—orbits 
and shooting stars are just something that 
happen as a result of the laws of the universe. 
It is similarly anomalous to speak of a “goal” 
in evolution. Evolution is the name that we 
apply to an observed phenomenon—that life, 
because of the flexibility of its genetic code, 
can respond to its environment by adapting. 
The direction of that adaptation is the logical 
result of some pretty simple statistics. 

Another major misconception inherent 
in the evolutionary argument against 
homosexuality is that the individual level is 
the most appropriate one from which to 
examine the evolution of humans. In 
studying any social animal, it is of utmost 
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Naturally gay? 


importance to consider the societal level in 
addition to the individual level, particularly 
in the case of humans. I think that Neal 
Stephenson described it best in 
“Cryptonomicon,” when his main character, 
Lawrence, encounters the real-life gay 
historical figure, Alan Turing. 

“Tt got Lawrence to thinking. From an 
evolution standpoint, what was the point of 
having people around who were not inclined 
to have offspring? There must be some good, 
and fairly subtle, reason for it. 

“The only thing he could work out was 
that it was groups of 
people—societies—rather than individual 
creatures, who were now trying to out- 
reproduce and/or kill each other, and that, in 
a society, there was plenty of room for 
someone who didn’t have kids as long as he 
was up to something useful.” 

Indeed, in social biological systems of 
all types, there are often individuals who 
never get the chance to reproduce, or who are 
even incapable of reproduction, but are 
nonetheless integral to the functioning of the 
society. Consider bees, for example—only 


one queen in a hive ever mates, and only with 
a particular “caste” of males. Yet each 
generation continues to produce the full range 
of bee-societal-variability because all have a 
role to play in the colony’s survival. 

That immediately begs the question, 
“So what is the role of homosexuality in 
human society?” to which one might respond 
in two ways. The first is to say that, currently, 
we don’t know enough to answer that 
question. Not only is the scientific study of 
homosexuality new, but it continues to be 
hampered by innumerable social factors. 
Moreover, the range and complexity of 
human behavior, unlike that of bees, makes it 
infinitely harder to tie down, in a succinct 
manner, the influence of homosexuality on 
society. 

The second response to the question is 
to point out another standard misconception - 
that every characteristic of a biological entity 
need have a purpose or an evolutionary 
explanation. | Evolution selects against 
characteristics that are significantly 
damaging to the survival of a species and for 
characteristics that significantly improve the 
chances of survival. Anything that neither 
improves nor hampers survival is pretty 


much free to wander around the evolutionary 
spectrum with little or no immediate impact. 
Assuming, for the sake of argument, that ten 
percent of the population is homosexual, this 
is not likely to threaten the survivability of 
human civilization. So it just may be that 
homosexuality is part of the natural variation 
inherent in any characteristic that does not 
directly influence evolution. 

The last misconception concerning 
homosexuality and biology that permeates 
the public’s thinking has to do with the whole 
“nature vs. nurture” debate about the origins 
of same-sex attraction. It seems many would 
be more inclined to accept homosexuality if it 
turned out to be determined by genetics and 
not by “choice” or rearing. The fallacy here 
is in accepting that there is any clean-cut 
difference between genetics and learning in 
the first place. In reality, they are extremes on 
a spectrum of tools used by development that 
can produce the same results. A good 
analogy is the difference between hardware 
and software: both can perform exactly the 
same functions and do it in the same way. If 
you wanted to run Windows 98 faster, you 


could produce a Windows 98 computer chip. 
The drawback being that you wouldn’t be 
able to upgrade to Windows 2000 without 
buying a new chip, thus sacrificing some of 
the flexibility in your computer. Software 
(learning) provides flexibility, and hardware 
(genetics) provides speed; it is the same in 
biology. It takes a few years for humans to 
learn how to walk, but horses can run within 
moments of being born. This reflects the 
importance of mobility for horses escaping 
predators—that selection pressure pushed 
“walking” from a learned ability to an innate 
ability. 

Even this example is over-simplified. 
Ultimately, every learned ability must also 
have a genetic component—humans couldn’t 
learn to walk if they didn’t have legs 
specified in their genetic code. Similarly, you 
can’t install Windows on a Mac because the 
hardware is fundamentally incompatible. 
The degree to which any ability or 
characteristic is due to “nature” or “nurture” 
depends on how many of its components are 
genetic and how many are learned—this is 
something that can vary from individual to 
individual yet still produce the same end 
result. Anyone who has bought a computer 


with a DVD player in it should be able to 
grasp this easily. A DVD movie played on a 
player attached directly to your TV is 
processed entirely by hardware—you can’t 
upgrade the player by just downloading a 
new program from the Internet; you have to 
buy a new one. A computer with a DVD 
drive may or may not have a “hardware 
decoder.” If there is one, the information on 
the DVD is processed much faster and is 
consequently less susceptible to skipping, but 
the software will need to have been designed 
specifically to work with your machine. If 
there is no hardware decoder, you have much 
more flexibility in which software can be 
used to play the DVD (but you may have 
speed problems). The end result is the same 
—playing the movie—but there are a variety 
of combinations of hardware and software 
that can bring about this result. 

Homosexuality is probably very similar. 
I know people who firmly believe that they 
changed from heterosexual to homosexual 
after specific events in their life (learned / 
software); I, on the other hand, had no such 
experience and am convinced that I was born 
homosexual because indications of my 
homosexuality appeared very early (genetic / 
hardware). Others I know have reported a 
full range of experiences and feelings in 
between (some combination of both). 

So what’s the point? My hope is that this 
discussion will have two effects: Firstly, to 
challenge some of the misinformation that 
exists, perhaps even within the gay 
community, in the effort to build up more 
accurate intuitions about how the world 
works; and secondly, to give GLBT 
individuals a better basis from which to 
answer the invalid arguments _ that 
homosexuality is against nature. I, 
personally, have not found perhaps the 
simplest, most patently obvious answer to be 
strongly persuasive among the ignorant. That 
is, the fact that homosexuality has existed in 
every human society, in every time since 
recorded history began—a fact attested to by 
numerous cross-cultural demographic studies 
and homosexuality’s mention in historical 
documents since the ancient Egyptians—is a 
pretty good indication that it is a “natural” 
phenomenon.

“°Til death do us part,” and “To love 
honor and cherish,” are common phrases 
that are part of an age-old tradition: 
marriage vows. These common phrases are 
to many symbolic of a church wedding, a 
joining of two people in love. Lesbian and 
gay couples have also had to deal with 
other phrases synonymous with their 


unions: “the right to,” “equality with 
heterosexual couples,” and “the time has 
come.” 


On Friday, June 1, 2001, the passing of 
Bill 75 by Provincial legislation helped 
Nova Scotia gay and lesbian couples move 
one step closer to seeing these phrases 
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become a reality. On June 3, 2001, three 
same-sex couples Kim Vance and Sam 
Meehan of Musquodoboit Harbour, Ross 
Boutilier and Brian Mombourquette of 
Halifax, Nicky Perkins and Susan Perkins 
also of Halifax, signed an agreement that at 
least under the eyes of the province, gave 
them many, not all, of the same rights as 
heterosexual couples. Bill 75 extends the 
same rights as married spouses to same-sex 
couples and heterosexual couples living in 
common-law relationships as described in 
the provincial court acts:

Not everyone can register, since there 
is a host of qualifying requirements: the 
parties must each be of legal age and a 
resident of Nova Scotia. Those in a lapsed 
domestic partnership do not qualify. 
Neither do those who are married. 

Mr. Ross Boutilier and Mr. Brian 
Mombourquette have mixed feelings about 
the partnership agreement bill. Mr. 
Mombourquette agreed that registering 
wasn’t a replacement for marrying Mr. 
Boutilier. “This is just a form,” he said. 
“We had our union seven years ago. The 
reason we are doing this is to demonstrate 
that we want to take advantage [of the 
benifits extended by the Bill]”. 

“We were given only 11 laws of the 
100 that married spouses are granted 
automatically,’ said Mr. Boutilier. “What 
we want and are working towards are the 
same rights, recognition and laws of 
spouses, not just these few.” 

Mr. Mombourquette agreed. “We want 
them to know that we have been waiting 
for this and it is needed.” 

The fact that this does cover such 
issues as property and rights of decision if 


one partner becomes infirm or dies, is 
heartening. In the past, many same-sex 
couples saw their partner’s family step in 
and take control when such issues arose, 
leaving the surviving partner with little 
more than memories of their union. 

Nova Scotia Rainbow Action Project 
(NSRAP) states that Bill 75 resulted from a 
Nova Scotia Appeal Court ruling last year 
and a 1999 Supreme Court of Canada 
decision giving same-sex couples the right 
to pension benefits. Bob Forgere, president 
of Nova Scotia Rainbow Action Project, 
says, “The province of Nova Scotia has 
introduced legislation that is far beyond the 
other provinces, so they should be proud of 
this.” Mr. Fougere also acknowledged that 
the province has a long way to go in giving 
same-sex partners rights equal to those of 
married couples, but this is a good first 
step. 

The Nova Scotia Rainbow Action 
Project, formed in 1995 to replace the 
defunct Gay and Lesbian Association of 
Nova Scotia, worked closely with the Nova 
Scotia government in reviewing Bill 75. 
NSRAPs mandate is the representation 
of all gay, lesbian, two-spirited and 
transgendered persons in the Nova Scotia 
region. Their work includes community 
development, networking, outreach and 
political action. 

For now, the Nova Scotia GLBT 
community can take heart that the province 
is moving, albeit slowly, towards a day 
when we are no longer considered second- 
class citizens by laws and rights of the 
government.

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Three decades of support

This September 22nd “the curtain 
rises” on the third annual fundraiser for the 
Gay and Lesbian Community Centre of 
Edmonton at the Citadel Theatre. In this 
case, The Curtain Rises is no mere 
rhetorical statement, but the allegorical 
name of the event—a night that has 
become increasingly crucial to the on- 
going operation, maintenance and 
improvements to the Centre, which this 
year will be celebrating its 30th 
anniversary. 

Chris Evans, the organizer of The 
Curtain Rises for the third year running, is 
even more optimistic this year than he was 
in the previous two, when each event 
brought in some $3500 in donations. 

“The first year we had about 200 
people attend, and then last year we had 
250. We’re aiming for 500 this year, and 
are hoping to raise $5500.” 

The booming Alberta economy is part 
of the reason for those heightened 
expectations, but so too is the burgeoning 
gay community in the city, which has over 
the past few years seen the addition of new 
bars, businesses and more openly gay men 
and lesbians than ever before. 

In no small part, the GLCCE is 
partially responsible for the increasing 
openness in the city’s culture, simply 
through its educational and outreach 
programs. It has also helped to create a 
feeling of increased safety and self-esteem 
for many gays and lesbians in town. The 
Centre often serves as a focal point for 
those seeking advice, counselling or just 
general information about the city’s gay 
scene. It is also an invaluable resource for 
the influx of new gays and lesbians from 
other parts of the country who are now 
flowing into Edmonton at a rate equal to, or 
better than, its sister city to the south. 

This year’s theme for the fundraiser is 
“shades of orange,’ a celebration of the 
second colour on the rainbow flag.

Attendees are encouraged to dress up in 
their best orange and tangerine attire, and 
there will be prizes for outrageous, original 
outfits. 

But what else can The Curtain Rises’ 
patrons expect for their ten dollar ticket? 
Aside from a cash bar, great conversation 
and delectable food (from such restaurants 
and caterers as The King and I and 
Catering Creations) patrons can survey an 
eclectic range of items as part of a silent 
auction. 

“We’ve been collecting products, 
services, artwork and other things—we’re 
in the process now of contacting businesses 
in the pride pages and elsewhere to donate 
items,” notes Evans. 

The evening is also one of 
entertainment from across the artistic 
spectrum—from skits to poetry readings, 
from live music to a capella singers. The 
performative nature of many of these acts 
is appropriate given the fundraiser’s 
location—the Citadel’s Shoctor Theatre 
lobby. 

Evans has his own reasons for putting 
his best efforts, and support, behind The 
Curtain Rises. 

“Tve been out for just a couple of 
years,” says Evans, who is forty. “I got 
involved with the GLCCE in order to give 
back into the community the sort of support 
I received from it when I came out.” 

It’s a sentiment often echoed by gays 
and lesbians, their family members and 
friends, concerning the good work that the 
GLCCE performs. Improving finances and 
grants has allowed the centre to be open 
from noon until 5pm, during weekdays— 
hours that were impossible to afford 
financially just a few years ago. But if The 
Curtain Rises continues to gain support 
from the community, the Centre’s hours of 
operation may also continue to increase. 

The Curtain Rises runs on September 
22, from 8 pm until ‘last call’ at 11:30pm 
(in past years, the party has continued in 
the local clubs and bars afterwards).

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Results from the 2000 Anti- 
Gay/Lesbian Violence in Calgary 
Survey are in. The questionnaire was the 
initiative of the Calgary Gay and 
Lesbian Communities/Police Liaison 
Committee, a partnership between the 
police department and representatives 
from the gay and lesbian community. 

Constable Doug Jones, Gay/Lesbian 
Liaison for The Calgary Police Service’s 
Cultural Resources Unit, is the 
committee co-chair. He has served as the 
liaison officer for a year and a half and 
formulated the survey to assess 
victimization towards gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, and trans-gendered 
individuals. This is the first successful 
survey of its kind in Calgary and the 
only one initiated by the police 
department. 

Launched just over a year ago, the 
questionnaires were distributed at Pride 
events throughout June 2000, the 
Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo in July 
2000 and various gay-friendly venues 
throughout July and August 2000. A 
total of 554 people completed the 
survey—over 60 percent of participants 
were male. Results show that 62 percent 
of respondents reported having been 
victims of verbal assault, 31.4 percent 
claim to have been chased or followed, 
and an alarming 14.8 percent were 
physically attacked by someone who 
assumed them to be gay or lesbian. 

Jones is satisfied with the response 
rate but alarmed at the amount of 
victimization that goes unreported: 
“Many people are afraid to come 
forward—they are concerned about 
being outed to family and associates if 
they are required to testify in court.” 

Only 17 percent -of respondents 
notified the police of the most recent 
incidents of anti-gay/lesbian violence, 
with 16 percent citing sexual orientation 
as their reason for not reporting such 
incidents. Jones is trying to change 
public perception of police attitudes 
towards gays and lesbians, encouraging 
individuals to step forward and report 
harassment. “The way people perceive 
the police is important. I need to know 
what I can do to change negative 
perceptions and look at how police are 
responding to reports from _ the 
community. I would like to see a 
significantly higher reporting rate than 
what we have now,” he says. Jones adds 
that police officers are required to go

through sensitivity training regarding 
gay issues and are expected to act 
professionally when dealing with the gay 
and lesbian community. 

The questionnaire also sought to 
discover where harassment and assaults 
are taking place. Out of the total number 
of respondents, 23 people reported 
having been attacked or harassed at 
school, 21 were victimized outside of 
gay/lesbian establishments and 23 were 
attacked in the home, mostly by relatives 
or friends. 

But one question still 
remains—what direction will the police 
take in addressing violence towards gays 
and lesbians? Jones takes a proactive 
stance, developing further initiatives to 
create awareness of the Calgary Police 
Service’s commitment to protecting 
minorities. His goal is to build and 
maintain a bridge between the police and 
the gay/lesbian community: “Violence is 
not something that gets solved 
overnight,” says Jones. “It requires a 
constant, long term commitment 
between the police service and this 
diverse community.” 

Jones’ quest has already begun. On 
July 10, 2001, he approached several gay

friendly establishments, urging owners 
to encourage patrons to report incidents 
and provide contact information for 
victims to seek help. He has spoken to 
gay/lesbian interest groups such as 
GLASS, Inside/Out Youth Group and the 
GLCSA, and taken his anti-hatred 
message into schools. He is currently 
working with the Calgary Board of 
Education and representatives from the 
community to create a diversity-friendly 
curriculum that includes sexual 
orientation. 

Future surveys may study same-sex 
domestic violence and the dangers of 
chatrooms. 

In the past, there has been little 


progress in Calgary regarding the 
reporting of hate crimes against gays. 
Things are slowly changing and, 


although more people are calling to 
report incidents, there is still a long way 
to go. Jones is making tremendous 
strides towards supporting the gay and 
lesbian community—now it’s time for 
the community to take the initial steps 
and meet him halfway. 

Constable Doug Jones would like to 
thank the gay and lesbian community for 
all the support he has received. He 
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would like to acknowledge those who 
conducted the survey, the participants, 
and give a special thank you to Dr. Ellen 
Faulkner for compiling the data and 
writing the report.

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Television’s proud future

We have come a very long way baby. 
Remember searching the airwaves in vain for 
even one positive image of our lives? Devoting 
years of watching your favourite sitcom for that 
one “gay” episode, the one where the writers 
and producers grudgingly condescend to 
acknowledge the existence of a gay audience? 
Well, this September, Pridevision TV will hit 
the digital channel universe. This will be the 
first gay/ lesbian / transgender/ bisexual 
specific television network presence in the 
world. Take that, Jesse Helms! 

Well, we still have to wait and see if it will 
actually be entertaining and informative, but I 
don’t think that will be a problem. According to 
the stereotype, we are very creative people. 

There is some trepidation in the new 
universe of digital cable channels. According to 
industry projections, only 1.1 million 
Canadians currently use digital cable. As well, 
with over fifty channels being released over the 
next year, there is only a projected 20 percent 
increase to this wave of future programming. 
Will the viewing public embrace the digital 
future and its increased fees? 

“Digital cable is the future of television,” 
says Anna McCusker, Pridevision TV, VP of 
Marketing. “Our initial research shows that 
Pridevision will thrive, there is so much 
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support and interest in what we hope to 
accomplish.” 

McCusker says there is definitely a space 
for a gay-focused TV channel. “Pridevision 
fills a glaring void in television programming.” 
“The GLBT community will finally have a 
space to call their own, and, I am very proud to 
say, it is happening here in Canada.” 

Pridevision’s demographics, inclusive 
and stretching from twenty-five to fifty-four 
years of age, hopes to appeal to the community 
specifically, and to the viewing audience in 
general. Crossover programs such as Codco, 
the British mini-series, Queer As Folk and its 
American counterpart, which enjoys the lion’s 
share of viewers on Showtime, hopefully will 
encourage, rather than discourage a wider 
viewing audience. Basically, you don’t have to 
be gay to enjoy the channel, but it helps. 

Pridevision’s programming is all set to 
include a wide variety of productions from 
across Canada and around the world. Michael 
Serapio, director/producer for the station is 
very enthusiastic about the shows that will be 
available. From Channel Four in Britain, a 
famous source of cutting edge gay 
entertainment, now comes the sitcom 
Gimme, Gimme, Gimme and the dramatic serial, 
Metrosexuality. Serapio is also the co-host of 
the current affairs show, Shout!, a program 
devoted to issues that affect the gay 


community. “Imagine,” says Serapio, “if a 
program like Shout! existed during Stockwell 
Day’s rise to power? [We would have] the 
ability to produce a profile informing the public 
from a different angle than the mainstream 
media.” 

As well, Pridevision set a definite goal to 
challenge their audience, rather than allow 
them to become defined as just another 
television station. 

A show entitled, Best of the Fest, will be 
bringing the very best in programs from. film 
and video production festivals, most never 
before broadcast. Also, to be included on the 
station will be biographies, documentaries and 
the more experimental Shorts for all Sorts, a 
program devoted to short films on gay life from 
a variety of sources and views. The Canadian 
program, So Gay TV, produced in association 
with U8TV.com and the reality program The 
Lofiers, (currently available only on the 
Internet) will also be finding a place in the 
world of television. “Content,” says 
Programming VP Bruce Glawson, “will 
definitely not be a problem for us. We have 
been receiving an incredible amount of interest 
in producing for our station. As well, we will be 
able to offer producers and directors a greater 
sense of latitude for their work. Do not expect 
the usual.” 

As to the future of Pridevision, who 


knows? Pessimistic projections of the digital 
cable world predict a 50 percent failure rate for 
the new stations. Is it possible for any new 
cable channel to survive in an already saturated 
market that has the game show network and the 
golfing channel? Anna McCusker does not see 
Pridevision as becoming a casualty of the 
remote control universe. “We are definitely 
going to survive and outlive the others.” she 
says. “We are already looking to the future of 
broadcasting south of the border and a planned 
expansion into the American market. We have 
already received a lot of requests from the U.S. 
about accessing our network. Being broadcast 
in America will just take a lot of hard work and 
ambition, and we definitely feel that we have 
that.” 
So what’s on TV tonight?
